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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 6-9, 11-14, 26, 34-37, 40 and 42 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not appear to disclose or suggest a motivation to combine a surgical 
instrument comprising, inter alia: 

an insertion section having a distal end and proximal end; a first and 
second driving rods disposed inside the insertion section; a pair of jaws disposed 
in the distal end of the insertion section; a support for supporting the jaws; a 
rotation mechanism for rotatably supports and pivotally supports the support; a 
sliding member which supports the at least one jaw and which is slid in an axial 
direction of the support to relatively open/close the at least one jaw; a connecting 
rod having a distal end portion and a proximal end portion, wherein the sliding 
member being pivotally supported on the distal end portion of the connecting rod 
to open/close the pair of jaws; especially, the first driving rod is arranged in a 
position of being offset with respect to a center axis of the insertion section, the 
sliding member is arranged on a center axis of the support, and when the 
insertion section and the support are arranged on the same axis, an axial 
direction of the connecting rod is inclined in an axial direction of the insertion 
section and the support, and, wherein the sliding member has a circular-arc 
surface, and a distal end portion of the connecting rod has an abutment surface 
abutted on the circular-arc surface of the sliding member.
